TRIPOLI, Lebanon (AP) - A pick- 
up truck rigged with explosives 
ripped through a crowded vegetable 
market in Tripoli yesterday. killing 
54 people and wounding 125 in the 
bloodiest such bombing in Lebanon 
in nearly three years. 

Tripoli’s eight hospitals and clin- 
ics were filled to capacity with vic- 
tims of the blast that rocked the low- 
income Tabbaneh district of 
Lebanon's second-largest city. 

Police said the vegetable-loaded 
black Mercedes pickup was rigged 
with an estimated 150 kilograms of 
TNT. It went off as the area filled 
with mid-morning shoppers on the 
7th day of the Ramadan fast, goug- 
ing a deep crater and wreaking de- 
struction for 300 metres. 

A police spokesman said. “It was 
areal massacre. Several pedestrians 
and vendors were torn to pieces.” 

Syrian troops in charge of Tripo- 
li’s security cordoned off the scene 
of the blast as ambulances with wail- 
ing sirens rusbed victims to 
hospitals. 

Radio stations blared hospital ap- 
peals for urgent blood donations. 
Police said hospital morgues were 


“packed with corpses. many of them 
burned or mutilated beyond 
identification.” 

One evewitness, Issamn Abdel 
Hamid, 45, said, “It was clear that 
whoever planted the bomb wanted 
to inflict as many casualties as possi- 
ble among civilians since there is 10 
military target here. Innocent peo- 
ple were the target.” 

The car bomb was parked near a 
wail of ἃ cemetery at the entrance to 
Tabbaneh’s vegetable market. Sev- 
eral shops were gutted and dozens 
of cars parked nearby were reduced 
to smouldering piles of twisted 
metal. 

Many buildings collapsed and civ- 
it defence teams dug through the 
rubble in search for trapped victims. 
Firemen doused the scene with wa- 
ter, to extinguish fires touched off 
by the blast. Glass shards littered a 
150 metre radius. 

“It was a horrifying nightmare,” 
said Ibtissam Khodor, 2 Moslem 
housewife, as she lay in her bed a at 
Tripoli’s el-Nini hospital.

Israelj aircraft attacked bases of a 
Palestinian terror group north of Si- 
don on Friday. All Israeli planes 
returned safely to base. 

The IDF spokesman quoted the 
pilots as saying that accurate hits 
had been scored on the targets in the 
Damour area. The targets chosen 
were command centres and arms de- 
pots, and ammunition and weapons 
were destroyed. According to Leba- 
nese security ee four people 
were wounded in the raid. 

The attacks were launched in ac- 
cordance with the IDF policy de- 
signed to stop reorganization by the 
terrorist organizations in South Leb- 
anon. 

Reports from Lebanon said that 
four jets launched three raids on 
bases of the pro-Syrian Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP), led by Ahmed Jibril. Eye 
witnesses said the jets were met by 
anti-aircraft fire from Palestinian 
and Druse fighters entrenched 
around the bases in the hill-top ar- 
eas of Haret al-Naameh and Do- 
wha, 20 kilometres south of Beirut. 

They said a one-storey building 
used by the PFLP and a sponge fac- 
tory in the area were hit by more 
than 20 missiles fired by the planes. 

It was the sixth LAF raid on ter- 
rorist bases in Lebanon this year. In 
Sidon, meanwhile, a pro-Syrian mi- 
litia said on Friday it had stopped a 
Palestinian group from setting up a 
tadio station to broadcast to the ter- 
Titories under Israel’s control. The 
leftist Popular Liberation Army 
{PLA), which controls the port town 
of Sidon, said that the Fatah move- 
ment had started work on the sta- 
tion in nearby hills without consult- 
ing it.

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Iranian gunboats 
keep out of sight 


Iranian gunboats stayed out of 
sight yesterday as U.S. and allied 
navies searched Gulf shipping lanes 
for mines five days after a U.S.- 
Iranian naval battle, shipping 
sources said. 

“The gunboats are staying in port 
while American warships patrol the 
sea-lanes and question merchant 
ships," one source said, * "But no one 
is relaxing. It could be the calm be- 
fore the storm. 

Thirteen mines have been found, 
five of them on Friday. since the 
U.S. frigate Samuel B. Roberts hit 
one on April 14 about 115 km east 
of Bahrain. 

Tran has denied laying new mines 
in the gulf but the blasting of the 
frigate prompted the U.S. to destroy 
two Iranian oil platforms, sparking 
the clash between the two forces. 

Diplomats said Teheran must be 
wondering what an announced 
U.S. review of its navy’s “rules of 
engagement” will produce following 
clashes last Monday in which Wash- 
ington said it had sunk or damaged 
six lranian vessels. 

In Washington, the Pentagon de- 
clined comment on a New York 
Times report that the rules would be 
revised to allow U.S. navy ships un- 
der unspecified circumstances to 
protect neutral merchant ships un- 
der attack. 

Iranian speedboats with make- 
shift weapons have raided tankers 
with impunity, generally in retatia- 


tion for Iraqi strikes against traman 
oil shipping. U.S. warships have 
done little more than watch as ships 
went up in flames and seamen were 
killed. 

Dubai shippers have pressed 
Western navies to protect all mer- 
chant ships, not just their own coun- 
try’s vessels, or those sailing under 
their flag, as they do now. 

While Washington assesses [15 
rules of engagement, Arab coun- 
tries in the gulf wonder if Iran's have 
already changed. They were 
shocked by an Iranian attack last 
Monday on a United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) offshore oilfield during the 
height of U.S.-Iranian fighting since 
the UAE had enjoyed cordial ties 
with Iran. 

Teheran may have believed incor- 
rectly that the Mubarak field was 
operated by a U.S. company, they 
added. But the operator, Crescent 
Petroleum Lid, is owned by Sharjah 
Emirate. which also owns the field. 

Iranian attacks on the U.S. navy 
after it blasted [ran’s oil platforms 
an Monday puzzled some diplu- 
mats. They noted that Iran did nat 
retaliate when Washington raided 
one of its oil platforms at Rostam 
last October. 

Iranian threats of more revenge 
against what Teheran calls “filthy 
Americans” in the Gulf cannot be 
taken lightly. the diplomats said. 
But it is not clear what weapons they 
might successfully use. 


Manhunt on for gunmen who 
killed 5 in Mexican bank heist 


MOCHIS. Mexico (API - Hun- 
dreds of police and soldiers hunted 
over the weekened for bank robbers 
who escaped at the end of a 24-hour 
siege with the help of a huge crowd 
shouting, “Freedom. freedom." 


Five people were killed, 15 
wounded and 42 held hostage and 
later freed in the assault at the 
branch of the National Bank of 
Mexico in this Gulf of California 
agricultural town. 


On Thursday, a crowd of least 
1,000 shouting, “Freedom, free- 
dom.” surged toward the bank and 
an armoured car as police withdrew 
to allow the punmen to escape. 

‘The authorities had agreed to pro- 
vide the gunmen with the vehicle 


and [et them take three Red Crass 
workers hostage. 

Some of the crowd crawled atop 
the car and stayed with it for several 
blocks as it sped from the crime 
scene. Police sharpshooters on roof- 
tops around the bank were unable to 
act because of the crowd, 

The gunmen took the hostages 
after police responded to an alarm 
about a robbery attempt. The 
deaths and injuries occurred in the 
ensuing shootout. Mentioning the- 
possibility that “political agitators” 
may have been involved, Governor 
Fransisco Labastida Ochoa said; “1 
hope they have not acted with the 
support or authorization of any po- 
litical) party opposing the 
government." 


Church asks U.S. to lift Panama sanctions 


PANAMA CITY (AP) - The Ro- 
man Catholic Church is calling on 
the U.S. to lift economic sanctions 
imposed in an attempt to oust Gen. 
Manuel Antonio Noriega. It says 
Panama has suffered enough. 

“We camnot continue like this.” 
the church hierarchy lamented in an 
eight-page pastoral letter made pub- 
lic Friday. 

‘The letter says the economic crisis 
brought on by the sanctions has 
meant “misery and desperation” for 
thousands of Panamanians and 


sparked an exodus “that is begin- 
ning to have worrisome 
dimensions.” 

The letter, signed by Archbishop 
Marcos McGrath and the nation’s 10 
bishops, also expressed concern 
about rising crime and worry that 
the nation is being turned into “a 
sinister battle camp.” 

Noriega, Panama's de facto lead- 
er and head of its 15,000-strong de- 
fence forces, was indicted in Florida 
on federal drug trafficking charges 
in February.

Crippled refusenik longs to see his sick wife 


MOSCOW (AP) - Viadimir Tu- 
feld's thoughts revolve around a 
very sick woman in an American 
hospital thousands of miles away. 
But his crippled body is stuok in a 
two-room apartment with a 12th- 
floor view of a city he no longer 
wishes to see. 

In late December. Tufeld’s wife 
of 35 years, Izolda, was given per- 
mission to leave the Soviet Union to 
undergo brain tumour surgery at 
Johns Hopkins University hospital 
in Baltimore, Maryland. 

But according to Soviet govera- 
ment officials, the knowledge Tu- 
feld gained working in an electronics 
factory 15 years ago could still 
threaten Soviet security. Despite 
appeals from members of the U.S. 
Congress and governments from 
Britain to Australia, the distin- 
guished-looking 60-year-old elec- 
tronics engineer had to stay behind. 

“We have been married for 35 
years, and we've never been sepa- 
rated from the moment of our wed- 
ding,” Tufeld said in a recent 
interview. 

On Wednesday, Tufeld received 
yet another rejection of his appeal 
to leave the Soviet Union and even- 
tually settle in Israel. That makes 
more than 20 rejections since the 
couple first applied to emigrate on 
July 4, 1977. 

Izolda Tufeld, 57, underwent sur- 
gery for a brain tumour for the first 
time in 1981, in the Soviet Union. 
But Soviet doctors did not remove 
all of the tumour and it grew back 
even larger. 


Doctors at Johns Hopkins re- 
moved the sew tumour in mid-Jan-

uary, and have conducted several 
operations since then. Tufeld said 
doctors believe the operation went 
‘well, but Izolda remains hospitai- 
ized and on a respirator. Tufeld 
hasn't talked to her since before the 
first American operation. 

He gets weekly reports from his 
son, Igor, who was permitted to em- 
igrate to Israel in 1977 and saw his 
mother for the first time since then 
when he travelled to the United 
States to be with her. 


The KGB, the Ministry of Inter- 
nal Affairs and the Moscow visa of- 
fice have no objection to Tufeld’s 
leaving the Soviet Union, Tufeld 
said. The trouble is in the Ministry 
of General Machine-Building. 

A ministry official, Nikolai Gavri- 
lenko, told him the objection is in 
force until 1992, Tufeld said. ‘’That 
doesn’t mean you can leave in 
1992,” Tufeld quoted Gavrilenko as 
telling him. “It means we'll review 
your case in 1992 and decide how 
much longer you have to wait.” 


Refuseniks have long said that re- 
jection because of alleged access to 
state secrets is widely abused by 
Officials. . 

Jewish emigration from the Soviet 
Union increased in early 1988, but 
the annual figures for recent years 
are far below the peak of more than 
51,000 in 1979. 

“There is a certain amount of pro- 
gress, but already the West has 
changed its opinion to think that 
there is no Jonger a problem,” Ta- 
feld said. 

So Tufeld continues to struggle, 
both with his own infirmities and 
with the Soviet bureaucracy, 

Tufeld and his wife, a former 
teacher, were both deciared by the 
Soviet government to be invalids in 
need of constant care. He has not 
worked for 10 years and receives the 
equivalent of a $190 monthly pen- 
sion because of a back problem that 
an American doctor has diagnosed 
as either a herniated disc or a tu- 
mour. He said Soviet doctors cannot 
do the tests necessary to decide 
which it is. 

Tufeld also suffers from gall- 
stones. He gets around slowly with 
the help of a cane between the tele- 
phone, a wall plastered with pictures 
of foreign notables, and a window- 
sill piled-high with letters of sw 

and futile communications with So- 
viet officials. The window looks 
down on an ancient church sur- 
rounded by drab east Moscow apart- 
ments and factories.

CARACAS (AP) -- Venezuela's 
leading rabbi, Pinchas Bremner, says 
that Cuban Presideat Fidel Castro 
told him that “sooner or later the 
Arabs will have to make peace with 
Israel].

SPNI field schools impress foreign

The delegates came from developed and developing 
countries alike, thus “allowing us the chance to learn not 
only from Israel's experience but more than 20 others’ as 
well,” noted Nandana Atapattu, of Sri Lanka's Depart-

Relief for 
AJC in 

Jackson’s |

The blow dealt to the presidential 
ambitions of Rev. Jesse Jackson in 
the New York Democratic primary 
last week has brought a sense of 
relief to officials of the American 
Jewish Committee. 

AJC president Ted Ellenoff said 
in an interview that “Jewish anxi- 
eties have been dissipated by the 
primary results. With Michael Du- 
kakis winning 51 per cent of the 
vote, it appears that he will probably 
be the Democratic presidential can- 
didate.” 

He said that a survey taken of | 
voters as they were leaving the poll- 
ing stations showed that the Jewish 
vote broke down as follows: 78 per 
cent voted for Dukakis, 15 per cent 
for Sen. Albert Gore and 6 per cent 
for Jackson. 

“The vote for Dukakis would 
have probably been higher if Gore

“Yon have to find out how 
the heart is.” Yeh explains, before a 
patient is put under general anesthe- 
sia for cancer surgery. 

By measuring the amount of ra- 
dioactivity -- and hence, blood -- in 
the heart chambers between the 
times that they are relaxed and con- 
tracted, he adds, it is possible to 
calculate the fraction of blood that 
the left side pumps through with 
each stroke. This measurement — 
called an ejection fraction -- should 
amount to over 50 per cent in a 
healthy heart: if it is lower, that 
indicates possible problems. 

After the first measurement, the 
patient is asked to exercise, and a 
second heart scan is taken. If the 
pumping fraction is lower after exer- 
cise, Yeh notes, that is another sign 
of heart disease. 

The idea of combining nuclear 
cardiology with exercise is catching 
on. In 1985, the nuclear medicine 
group at St. Luke's did 205 of these 
tests; in 1987 they did over 900, 
according to Ratner. 

Another type of test that both 
groups perform is called a first pass 
scan. Instead of making a movie 
from several hundred beats, the 
doctor injects the patient with a sin- 
gle dose of radioactive material, 


“which he tracks with the computer. 


As the isotope moves through the 
bloodstream, the patient's right au- 
ricle and then right ventricle light up 
on the computer screen. Then the 
Jungs, and lastly the left auricle, left 
ventricle, and finally the aorta. It’s 
like being able to watch the patient's 
blood flow through the body. 

One of the advantages of the first 
pass technique, Ratner stresses, is 
that it can detect defects in the heart 
like leaky valves or small holes. An- 
other advantage is that the patient 
doesn't have to have a regular heart- 
beat in order to create a decent 


The reason the baby trade is so 
lucrative, according to Mohamed 
Hassan, Malaysia's director general 
of social services, is because “‘Ma- 
laysians like Thai children, especial- 
ly girls.

In addition to- measuring the 
blood as it is pumped through the 
heart, it is possible with this process 
fo actually measure the amount of 
blood used by the heart muscle. This 
test uses Thallium-201, a radioactive 
compound that is concentrated in 
muscles in an amount proportional 
to the amount of work that they do. 

Thallium-201 is injected into the 
patient who then exercises. The 
parts of the heart that use the most 
blood take up the most Thallium, 
making them shine more brightly 
under the camera. If the doctor sees 
any dark spots on the heart, that 
indicates that a part of it isn't getting 
enough oxygen. 

After exercise, the patient is al- 
lowed to rest for two hours, after 
which the scan is repeated, Yeh 
says. While the patient is resting, 
the Thallium redistributes in the 
heast. If a spot that was dark is now 
bright, that means that its blood 
supply is only partially blocked. Bur 
if the spot is stil] dark, he adds, then 
that part of the heart is probably 
dead. 

The test gives the physician a lot 
of information, but until recently 
there were a lot of patients who 
couldn't risk it - patients who were 
too old or frail or who had physical 
disabilities that prevented them 
from exercising, according to Dr. 
Ramer. But a new drug, Dipyrida- 
mole, allows doctors to simulate 
the effects of exercise on the heart. 
Dipyridamole, he notes, causes the 
blood vessels of the heart to expand 
—making them take up more blood -- 
without submitting the patient to the 
Stress that is associated with 
exercise, 

Dipyridamole has not yet been 
approved by the FDA for general 
use. Ratner says, but in his tests 
with 250 patients over the last year, 
he has had not a single 
complication.

The shareholders of the Alliance 
Tyre and Rubber Co, voted Friday 
to appoint a receiver for the compa- 
ny, if management and workers fail 
to reach an agreement on ἃ recovery 
programme by the end of this week. 

Earlier last week. the board of 
directors of Koor Ltd.. which bolds 
an 85% stake in the company, de- 
clared that the company was “‘insol- 
vent” and recommended that it be 
put into receivership. 

Negotiations between workers 


and management have repeatedly. 
broken down over the past few 
months, with the works committee 
tefusing to accept their manage- 
ment’s proposed recovery pro- 
gramme, which calls for cutbacks in 
wages and in manpower. Alliance 
lost $7.5 million in 1987 and is cop- 


‘tinuing to lose money this year. 


In previous years, whenever the 
company lost money. it was bailed 
out by Koor. This is the first year 
that the Histadrut-owned holding 
company, itself in a precarious fi- 
nancial situation. has been unable to 


cover Alliance's losses. 

The trade union department of 
the Histadrut will mediate between 
magagement and workers during 
this week's final attempt at segotia- 
tions.

Unified EC poses challenges

For most people. the year 1992 
has no special meaning. Some will 
think of the Barcelona Olympic 
Games, others will celebrate the dis- 
covery of America by Columbus 500 
years earlier, and Jewish communi- 
ties will commemorate the expul- 
sion of Spanish Jews in the same 
year -- 1492. 

However, in the 12 member coun- 
tries of the European Community, 
the year 1992 has a very special 
meaning. Governments, industrial- 
ists, financiers and even the man in 
the street are thinking of 1992 as a 
year could bring about radical 
changes. 

The reason for that is Article 8A 
of the European Single Act, which 
introduces a new policy objective 
into the EC treaty, stipulating that 
the Community must adopt mea- 
sures to progressively establish an 
interna) market by December 31, 
1992. The treaty defines this internal 
market as “an area without internal 
frontiers in which the free move- 
ment of goods, persons, services and 
capital is ensured in accordance with 
the provisions of this treaty.” That 
means, in effect, Europe will be-

3) Defence. as well ‘as offence, 
should be played creatively, which 
means that it should be open and 
susceptible to change. There is very 
little creativity in Ralpb Klein’s 
coaching; therefore there is very lit- 
tle chance to confuse the adversary 
and possibly pick up an easy two 
points, which might be the differ- 
ence between a win and 2 loss; 
championship or runger-up. 

There are many other examples of 
Maccabi’s weaknesses, but 1 don’t 
wish to dwell on them: in this letter. 
The important realization is that 
Maccabi has a great deal of talent; if 
the talent is used prudently and 
fruitfully, Maccabi should have little

President Reagan was supposed to talk to Prime Minister 
Shamir by phone during the simultaneous happenings-with the 
White House press corps in tow to assure appropriate cover- 
age. But the ardency for celebration of the occasion had

tead of dwelling, as did Mr. Shamir in Jerusalem, on the 
significance of the ‘Memorandum of Agreement,” Mr. Rea- 
gan chose to emphasize the need to advance peace, which in 
the context means what is termed the Shultz initiative. There 
was a message in these American-style subtleties, but Mr. 
Shamir can afford to ignore it. For with every passing day, the 
Reagan Administration becomes more and more “ἃ wheel 
that turns, but turns po other wheels.” 

This borrowed metaphor is especially appropriate for the 
administration’s policy on Israel and its neighbours. For when, 
a year ago and more, they still had bite in their gears, Mr. 
Reagan and Mr. Shultz chose to ignore the peace process” 
then being pursued by Foreign Minister Peres, King Hussein 
and President Mubarak. Instead, they courted Mr. Shamir, 
believing that by raising bilateral relations between the U.S. 
and Israel to a historic pinnacle, they could, whenever so 
inclined, trade this “‘confidence-building” support for political 
flexibility on bis part. After all, he was the premier, and only 


‘Whether by instinct, intellect or both, Mr. Shamir played his 
cards immaculately. He took everything the administration 
was ready to give, discredited Mr. Peres to boot, and when 
the time came to budge a bit, bluffed here and stalled there, in 
the sure knowledge that the Reagan Administration was effec- 


This is not to say that Mr. Shamir deliberately misled the 
President and the Secretary of State. Quite the contrary. He 
did not have to, for they misled themselves. Unable, through 
their blinders, to pierce beyond what they consider Israel's 
legitimate “obsession” with security, to the ideological and 
political core of Mr. Shamir’s obsession with The Land, they 
confused amiability with pragmatism, obduracy with strength. 

The Memorandum of Agreement symbolizes the process. It 
puts into binding documentary form Israei's status as an ally. It 
commits not only the Reagan Administration, but a future 
administration as well. It is indeed important for Israel and a 
signal achievement for Mr. Shamir, even if, as the Foreign

ment on “the necessity of PLO par- 
ticipation in an international 
conference.” 


Kaddoumi declared after a four- 
hour meeting with the Syrian vice 
president on Friday that “there are 
no obstacles” to Arafat meeting As- 
sad and that the “door is open.” 

But other Palestinian sources cau- 
tioned that there was no immediate 
prospect of Arafat visiting Damas- 
cus to meet the Syrian president. 

The meeting between Kaddoumi 
and Khaddam was the first between 
a ranking Syrian official and Ara- 
fat’s senior aides in five years. 

The PLO chairman was at first 
expected to attend the funeral of his 
military deputy, who was slain last 
Saturday. But he decided not to 
show up when he failed to get a 
guarantee that Assad would see 


In Sidon yesterday thousands of 
Palestinians chanted anti-Israeli slo- 
gans at the funeral of one of Wazir's 
bodyguards.

“The president has always taken 
the view, that I agree with, that we 
have to state our views realistically 
all the ime. And we have to act in 
terms of the things we think need to 
be done.” 

Shultz said he would continue to 
stress a need to ii human 
tights conditions in the Soviet 
Union. 

Little progress was reported on 
the focus of Shultz’s talks in Moscow 
negotiating a treaty to halve super- 
power arsenals of strategic, or long- 
fange, nuclear weapons — and pros- 
pects of a pact being achieved 
before the summit are now acknowl- 
edged to be dim. 

Shevardnadze told reporters: 
“There is still a chance of complet- 
ing that very difficult and complicat- 
ed work, but I can teil you frankly 
that it is going to be very difficult.” 

Shultz’s talks also covered region- 
al conflicts such as the Iran-Iraq war 
and the Middle East, other arms 
control issues, human rights and bi- 
lateral U.S.-Soviet affairs, U.S. offi- 
cials said these talks produced no 
startling results but were useful. 

While in Kiev, Shultz visited a 
World War Il monument. 

“We have to say ta ourselves al- 


ways, never again,” Shultz declared 
in tribute to the 30,000 Jews and 
70,000 other Ukrainians the Ger- 
man invaders herded into a ravine at 
Babi Yar and machine-gunned in 
eg Ppa ae 

He said the way to prevent a re- 
currence “is to remind ourselves and 
never forget that what took place is 
always important to all of us - we, 
you, everybody - to come and 
remember.” 

Shultz laid a wreath at a monu- 
ment the Soviets erected in 1976 and 
observed a minute of silence. 

He also visited an unfinished U.S. 
consulate in Kiev, the Soviet 
Union's third-largest city. Constmuc- 
tion of the mission has been halted, 


and no date has been set for 


completion. 

American officials cite security 
concerms, a tighter budget and con- 
gressional opposition. But Shultz fa- 
vours opening the consulate for the 
wider knowledge it would bring of 
the Soviet Union. 

Shultz also visited an 11th-century 
monastery in Kiev and laid a wreath 
at the World War I tomb of the 
unknown soldier.
